You'd 
think that if you're going to charge 
someone $1.65 to get on a bus, you 
might as well crank it up to an 
even $2. That’s the kind of money 
you should be pulling out of your 
pocket when the car won't start 
and you've got to get to work. 

Other ETS stats — or the 
absence of same — are intriguing 
if not supportive of the idea that 
longer service hours and lower 
rates make for a popular transit 
system. Let’s look at how much 
service ETS provides us with. This 
year, buses will have run for 1.54- 
million hours and the per-capita 
ridership will probably settle in at 
64 (last year it was 65). That seems 
like plenty. 

But in 1983, the system operated 
for an incredible 1.7-million hours 
and per-capita ridership was up at 
74 — that’s 74 rides for every 
Edmontonian in one year. 

Things were even better once. 
Although the nice folks over at 
transit couldn’t find stats dating 
back to 1979, a public policy think- 
tank says ridership and service in 
Edmonton were even higher 
before 1983. In '82 there was a six- 
week-transit strike and in ’83, for 
some reason the service was cut 
back by — get this — a total of six

Today’s service levels are well below those provided during early ’80s 


weeks. So our ridership, which 
Transport 2000 says was once 100 
but ETS is unable to confirm, is 
nowhere near as good as it once 
was 

We are going the wrong way. 

It's clear that ETS needs to hike 
services dramatically. And we 
need to expand LRT services to 
get cars off our horribly congested 
roads. 

Coun. Bryan Anderson has been 
asking for information on what 
lobbying efforts Edmonton could 
undertake with Calgary to land 
provincial and federal grants to 
expand LRT systems in both cities. 
With deadlines to meet emission 
reductions established in the 
Kyoto agreement on the horizon, 
the city needs to pounce on any 
funding packages it can to launch 
the southern leg of the LRT. 

The cost to run the system to a 
new park-and-ride area planned 
for Heritage Mall is about $500 mil- 
lion. Just getting out of the ground 
from the University Station will 
cost about $125 million. 

These are expensive proposi- 
tions, but ones the city needs to 
undertake to make Edmonton 
more livable and considerate 0? its 
citizens, our guests and the envi- 
ronment.

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| No remedy for car theft vietin

A: interprovincial car-theft ring 

says she’s out $25,000 and can’t 
even drive the car she bought at a 
Cold Lake car dealership. Linda 
Barley was the victim of a “surgi- 
eal strike” theft in which thieves 
stole a car then moved it from 
province to province to avoid 
detection. 

Barley bought her car, a 1991 
Volkswagen Golf GTI, for $10,600 
from Woodland Ford in Cold Lake 
in 1995 and was told the vehicle 
had only one previous owner. Last 
year she moved to Victoria, B.C. 
and sold the car for $7,000 to help 
pay for university courses. But 
when the man who bought the car 
tried to register it, alarm bells 
went off. 

“He came back, asking me what 
I was trying to pull. He’d put a stop 
payment on his cheque and he said 
‘I can’t insure it because in 1993 it 
was stolen and written off as a 
total loss by ICBC,’ and that just 
floored me,” Barley said. 

The Insurance Corporation of 
British Columbia told Barley the 
vehicle had been written off due to 
damage from theft or accident, 
then sold to a scrap dealer in 
Vancouver. 

“T can’t get through all of the 
bureaucracy to find out exactly 
what happened but I’ve been told 
it had at least three other owners,” 
she said. “ICBC told me it was 
written off and that same day I 
called the registry in Cold Lake 
and they told me there was noth- 
ing on it but three previous own- 
ers.” 

That trail of owners tells Brad 
Hemstreet that the car was stolen 
by professionals. 

“It’s been ‘washed’ so it’s hard to

track down the owners,” said 
Hemstreet, manager of motor vehi- 
cle inspection programs for 
Alberta Infrastructure. 

Hemstreet says the vehicle’s his- 
tory follows an established car- 
theft tactic. The VW was stolen, 
brought to a garage or ‘chop shop’ 
and “surgically stripped” of parts, 
such as the stereo, doors, seats, 
perhaps the hood and fenders. The 
thieves would have then left the 
chassis on a roadside where police 
would find it. The insurance com- 
pany would look at the stripped 
car, declare it a write-off and sell it 
as scrap at an auction. The trouble 
is, the thieves would buy the shell 
back themselves and put the car 
back together again and sell it. 

In Barley’s case, her car was 
moved to Ontario, where it was 
registered without difficulty 
because it hadn't been recorded as 
a write-off in that province. The 
car's owner then presumably 
moved to Alberta and traded the 
vehicle in at the Cold Lake dealer- 
ship. 

“The car is branded as not to be 
re-licensed in B.C. so it goes to 
Ontario, comes back to Alberta, 
gets registered in Alberta as a vehi- 
cle from Ontario then as long as it 
is driven in Alberta, it is okay,” 
said Hemstreet. 

Barley’s getting some assistance 
from former car dealer Ken Hay- 
wood, who ran Kentwood Ford 
here for some 25 years. Now 
retired, Haywood is trying to nego- 
tiate a settlement between Barley 
and Woodland Ford. 

“This kind of thing is happening 
all across the country,” said 
Haywood, who found himself in 
the same position Woodland is in 
five years ago, when he unwitting- 
ly wound up selling stolen cars 
from his own Edmonton lot.

Playing a lot is seldom a problem for Lund, who 
spent a good chunk of 1999 on the road in support of 
the smalls latest CD My Dear Little Angle. The prob- 
Jem is finding time to get the Corb Lund Band togeth- 
er for rehearsal and recording. The problem is fur- 
ther complicated by Lund’s busy bandmates — 
bassist Kurt Ciesla, who also plays in local soul act 
Bubba, and Ryan Vikedal, who plays drums for 
Nickelback, a Vancouver-based band with a major 
Jabel deal and, in the immediate future, an opening 
slot at the big Kiss show in Vancouver on New Year's 
Eve. Vikedal is taking time off from impending rock 
stardom to finesse the country beats behind Lund on 
a two-week mini-tour of Alberta to promote Unfor- 
giving Mistress. 

And unforgiving she is. But there are perks to play- 
ing in a country act, like winning your parents’ 
approval after years of making racket they never quite 
understood. 

“It's made a big difference to my folks,” Lund says 
“| mean, they’ve always been supportive but now that 
they can listen to the records and like ’em, it’s like, ‘I 
can see what he’s been doing all these years, it finally 
makes sense now.” 

The jam-packed schedule the smalls keep may 
account for the three-year-lull between the Corb Lund 
Band's début cassette Modern Pain and their new 
telease. But Lund sees the positive side of the delay. 

“Everybody who writes knows about the lag 
between when you write the songs and when the 
album comes out. So these songs are pretty old, but 
that’s good because they're all seasoned and I've had

DJ, Paul D. Miller — aka DJ 
Spooky That Subliminal Kid — 
rould get one every year. He says 
heroes are people like Ornette 
Coleman, Afrika Bambaataa and 
John Cage, “Guys who really tried 
as much as possible to push the 
envelope in terms of sound and 
how tracks were put together and 
stuff.” 

That much is obvious ear 
often on his EPs or either 
two full-length albums, Songs of a 
Dead Dreamer and Riddim 
Warfare. These records succeed in 
tying Miller’s unerring instincts for 
sound, his willingness to use any 
style, sound or tempo that a track 
requires, to his drive to go beyond 

ng beats and begin addr 
ing basic philosophical questions 
of being. 

But then, while that sort of ethic 
can be easy for one guy to achieve 
in a studio setting, what happens 
when you try and put that on a 
stage? sn’t about to short 
change a crowd just because he’s 
the only one up there. 

“My live show — | always mix in 
elements of my records, absolute- 
ly,” says Miller. “My live perfor- 
mance is what I call reconstruc- 
tion/deconstruction. I take a lot of 
elements from my album and play 
them, but done with a turntable 
motif, where it’s kind of like hyper 
non-linear, bugged-out stuff. Kind

I 
call it the one-man-band situation.” 

Interestingly enough, Miller's sit 
uation came about as an experi- 
ment that went farther than he 
imagined it would.

DJing as a hobby, using the name 
of a character in one of his novels 
as a pseudonym and passing out 
mix tapes to his friends. Word of 
DJ Spooky That Subliminal Kid 
spread as people copied the tapes 
and passed them along to friends. 
Miller responded with a series of 
stic kers ete ‘Who is DJ 
Spoo 

“To use a high-theory kind of 
style of describing it, it’s just a 
mimetic virus,” he offers. “The 
idea for that was to try to show 
how word of mouth travels in the 
urban landscape, how people will 
create names and then the names 
take on a life of their own. It 
became popular amongst kids and 
that was a cool thing to see.” 

DJ Spooky sure did become 
popular, and maybe things only 
remain totally cool to a certain 
point. Miller recently “benched” 
That Subliminal Kid and released 
Viral Sonata and Death in the 
Light of the Phonograph under his 
own name. 

“T felt like, ‘Jesus Christ! This 
personality is displacing my own 
real-life vibe.”

“There's a lot of money involved 
in organized crime at a global 
level,” said Robinson, author of 
The Merger: How Organized 
Crime is Taking Over Canada 
and the World. “The bad guys 
needed to do something with all 
that money and rather than shoot 
each other, they are forming 
strategic alliances. Money laundry- 
men told me they were all doing 
these huge global deals .. . they 
are just doing what the Harvard 
School of Business says you are 


supposed to do — form interna- 
tional joint ventures.” 

Hence the organized criminals 
of 1999 have partnered up in an 
international dance of criminal ter- 
ror. The Russians are teaming up 
with the Mafia to run fraudulent 
fuel-tax scams. The Italians and 
the Russians team up with the 
Columbians to deal cocaine and 
arms to the Eastern Seaboard and 
Europe and create an international 
money-laundering mechanism. 
And the Chinese Triad in Van- 
couver teams up with Vietnamese 
gangs and large outlaw motorcycle 
gangs. 

In short, the bad guys have all 
the money and no rules while the 
good guys have all the rules and no 
money. 

“In Russia 1,700 bankers have 
been murdered. These murders 
have not been solved and won't be. 
The bad guys are paying the cops 
to go away. 

“['m very worried,” explained 
Robinson. “Politicians are in 
denial. They are not fighting this 
war because there are no votes to 
be gained in reducing international 
crime.”

isually poetic, Snow Falling on 
Years is a simple love story 

set amongst complicated cir- 
cumstances. It is based on a best- 
selling novel by David Guterson 
and directed by Scott Hicks 
(Shine), so it’s well directed and 
exquisitely beautiful.

this makes her unnecessarily exot- 
ic. 

Unfortunately, we don’t see 
enough in the perspective of the 
Japanese characters, especially 
Hatsue. This would go a long way 
to making Hatsue and Ishmael’s 
romance make some sense, as 
well as illuminate why she felt 
they were wrong for each other. 
Perhaps she learned something 
during her time in the concentra- 
tion camp? The only reason we 
are given is that Japanese families 
are too traditional, which totally 
glosses over the fact that during 
that time in the United States, 
there were anti-miscegenation 
laws and white racist organiza- 
tions that would have prevented 
their marriage anyway. 

Although the rhetoric within the 
film is anti-racist, outside the nar- 
rative there is a will to contain and 
silence the Japanese-American 
characters in stereotype. Purity is 
maintained. If you can get over 
that, this is an otherwise excellent 
film that is certainly worth seeing. 

It’s still a moving story (sniffles

t's pretty much a cliché — the University of 
Alberta as a centre of intellectual and research 

expertise and excellence. Cliché in that for 
many Edmontonians these intellectual pursuits 
are never anything more than hollow words. 
What does the average Edmontonian ever see of 
jhe more esoteric research undertaken in River 
City’s own ivory tower since the production of its 
jaboratories and research suites are almost struc- 
turally mysterious? 

One area where that is certainly not true is in 
the realm of the fine arts, both visual and theatri- 
cal. The best of the best of the U of A’s artistic 
community finds public exposure in venues like 
Studio Theatre and the Fine Arts Building (FAB) 
Gallery, managed by Blair Brennan. 

Brennan explains that the 3,220-square-foot, 
two-storey FAB Gallery (opened in 1987) was 
puilt to provide the visual arts students and staff 
with an outlet for their work and research.

A trip to Victoria yields low-key culinary delights

disembarked in Victoria on to the tarmac, 
giving me a definite Casablanca flashback. 
OKay, the plane wasn’t greeted by a jeep-full 

of Nazis and I was bunking with my younger 
brother and his family, not Claude Rains — I 
didn’t say it was the most apt observation in 
the world. All I knew is my archaic disembark- 
ment, like that 1942 cinematic classic, seemed 
to hold out a fair chunk of hope for culinary 
adventures. 

I was told the city of Victoria had a lively arts 
scene and had produced a fair share of writers. 
And I was pleased on my first cursory tour of 
the downtown to see a goodly number of cof- 
feehouses and a sprinkling of bohemian eater- 
ies, including John’s Place on Pandora Avenue 
— the restaurant that enticed us for lunch the 
first afternoon in town. 

Housed in a well-maintained,: high-ceiling 
Edwardian building, John’s Place is one of 
those deep and narrow diners that I associate 
with deep urbanism. Granted it had a bit too 
much of that over-the-top, forced ’50’s kitsch — 


large paintings of °50’s icons cluttering the 
walls and an out-of-proportion jukebox — but 
it redeemed itself almost instantly. First, it had 
more that enough legitimate local art to offset 
the kitsch and the clientele seemed legitimate- 
ly urban with honest-to-God artistic creden- 
tials. 

Not to mention the staff was super-accom- 
modating from the moment. we stepped 
through the door and the menu was legitimate- 
ly intriguing. 

My brother decided to try Ukrainian 
Eggs Benedict. I went for the Huevos 
Rancheros (out of nostalgia) and we ordered a 
bow! of yogurt for Isabelle, my 10-month-old 
niece. 

Like I said before, I was swept away with 
nostalgia with John’s Place, reminding me as it 
did of a wonderful eatery that I used to visit 
every Sunday in Toronto called Sneaky Dees. I 
always ordered the Rancheros then, so I 
ordered it today. 

I was bracing myself for a mediocre dish, but 
was incredibly relieved that the joint did a bril- 


liant turn of a restaurant offering that, m 
often than not, leaves a lot to be desired. 
Tex-Mex version of the Rancheros featured 
patty-style spicy beef sausage and well- 
pered mix of sauces and toppings over d 
dently moist refried beans. 

Ditto for my brother's dish, a virtuoso 
on a familiar offering that walks the 
between familiar comfort (in this case a 
fectly delightful Benedict sauce) and the 
ing spicy Ukrainian sausage. The servings 
also more than generous. ~ 

As for my niece, she quickly grew bored wy 
the plain yogurt and raided our plates, pa 
the oversized, golden-brown hash-bro: 
from her father’s plate and then the 
beans off mine. Not having much of a vo 
lary, 'm assuming she was happy with 
grub, with the exception of the face she 
after the third spoonful of beans (too mue! 
sauce, I guess). 

All in all an unpretentious culinary treat: 
spectacularly affordable at under $20.
